UNITED  STATES  SILVER  DOLLARS 

This  is  probably  the  most  popular  series  of  U.S.  coins  today. 

This  also  is  one  of  the  finest  collections  we  have  had  for  several 

years.  The  quality  throughout  is  superb,  especially  in  case  of  the 
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Morgan  dollars  from  1878  to  1904,  which  are  being  collected  so 
much  today,  because  of  the  fortunte  availablity.  I have  always 
contended  that  the  time  to  buy  any  coins  is  when  they  are  avail- 
able.

All  are  gone  from  the  San 
Francisco  mint,  and  stocks  in  the  Philadelphia  mint  dropping  off 
fast,  according  to  reliable  information.  Most  big  stocks  in  banks 
are  used  and  circulated  coins,  of  no  value  to  collectors.  With  late 
date  half-dollars,  and  other  U.S.  coins,  even  nickels  too,  now  at 
high  or  prohibitive  prices  in  uncirculated  condition,  many  collec- 
tors are  switching  to  this  series,  the  Morgan  dollars  of  1878  to 
1904.  These  are  the  best  “buys”  in  the  market  today,  in  my  opin- 
ion. Because  some  of  the  dates  and  mints  have  been  released  in 
various  banks  over  the  country,  hundreds  of  new  collectors  have 
joined  our  ranks,  as  they  can  get  a few  of  them  at  face  value,  and 
many  more  at  small  cost.  Dollars  cost  no  more  than  uncirculated 
one-cent  pieces,  and  you  have  a larger  and  certainly  more  beau- 
tiful coin,  and  better  for  shows  and  displays.  Also,  in  case  of 
panic,  or  bad  times,  the  face  value  of  your  collection  is  100  times 
as  much,  a consideration  that  would  be  helpful  should  days  of 
darkness  come.  At  the  last  three  sales,  more  bids  were  received  on 
the  series  of  Morgan  dollars,  than  on  any  other  series  in  the  sale. 
Coin  market  trends  do  change,  and  have  seen  many  such  changes 
in  my  time.  Please  note  that  all  coins  in  this  sale  have  been 
carefully  graded  as  to  condition  by  Mr.  Bolender  personally,  in 
every  case,  and  are  guaranteed  to  please  the  purchaser.  Collec- 
tors of  experience  have  found  that  there  can  be  a difference  in 
quality  of  these  coins.  Many  being  offered  today  should  be 
in  banks,  and  not  in  cabinets  of  collectors.  The  coins  in  this  great 
collection  are  quality  coins.

Fifty  Years  in  Numismatics.  Exactly  50  years  ago  this  month, 
in  March,  1906  Mr.  Bolender  began  to  collect  and  study  coins,  in 
an  enthusiastic  manner.  He  had  an  inspiring  start,  for  it  was  then 
that  his  grandfather  one  day  gave  him  his  collection  of  seventy 
old  coins,  as  a reward  for  school  honors  and  high  report  cards. 
At  the  age  of  fourteen,  he  received  a scholarship  good  for  any  one 
of  five  colleges.  But  he  preferred  numismatics  and  never  used 
the  scholarship.  He  has  studied  abroad  in  most  of  the  principal 
museums  of  Europe,  including  the  government  collections  in  Oslo, 
Stockholm,  Copenhagen,  Munich,  Dresden,  Berlin,  Vienna,  Paris, 
and  the  British  Museum  in  London,  besides  many  others.  His 
start  in  business  was  in  Orangeville,  Illinois,  his  birthplace,  in  a 
20-room  brick  building  with  a bank  right  next  door,  convenient 
facilities.  In  1939  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bolender  built  a beautiful  modern 
home  in  Freeport,  Illinois,  and  from  there  conducted  the  business. 
In  May  1952  they  moved  to  California,  after  a Christmas  eve 
blizzard,  and  two  hours  of  snow  shoveling,  weakened  the  heart, 
forcing  him  to  retire.  In  a year  and  a half,  his  doctor  ordered  him 
back  to  work,  recommending  “mild  fatigue”  and  much  out-door 
living.  The  auction  sales  were  resumed.  Nearly  a year  ago  Mr. 
Bolender  underwent  surgery,  from  which  he  fully  recovered. 
These  things  are  being  written  here,  because  so  many  collectors 
have  asked  about  him.  Your  letters  and  good  wishes  have  been 
much  appreciated,  thanks  to  all. 

Collectors  of  experience  have  found  that  not  all  dealers  class- 
ify the  condition  of  coins  alike.  To  the  collector  this  should  be 
a very  important  matter,  and  wise  collectors  soon  learn  where 
to  buy  their  coins,  and  where  not  to  do  so.  Mr.  Bolender  began 
to  collect  and  study  coins  just  50  years  ago  this  month.  He  is 
from  the  old  school,  and  learned  to  classify  coins  from  the  Chap- 
mans, Elder,  Proskey,  and  Lyman  H.  Low,  attending  many  of 
their  sales  in  person.  Much  has  been  said  and  written  on  the 
subject  of  condition  of  coins,  in  this  country,  in  recent  years. 
The  matter  rests  upon  the  honesty  and  integrity,  and  the  know- 
ledge and  experience  of  the  dealer.  Mr.  Bolender  believes  that 
a coin  or  note  should  be  described  exactly  and  carefully,  and  the 
same  whether  he  is  buying  or  selling  it.  In  auction  his  position 
is  neutral  between  the  buyer  and  the  seller  or  owner,  and  every 
coin  is  described  by  Mr.  Bolender  personally,  and  never  by  the 
consignor.  The  many  years  of  success  with  these  189  sales  would 
never  have  come  about,  without  this  care.  A coin  described  as 
“fair”  is  not  a poor  or  worthless  coin,  if  it  is  rare.  Fair  coins 
show  at  least  half  of  the  design  and  lettering.  Good  coins  are 
often  not  badly  worn,  and  they  must  show  all  design  and  letters 
and  date  plainly.  Fine  coins  have  very  little  wear,  and  such  coins 
as  Indian  cents  and  Liberty  head  nickels  must  show  all  letters 
of  word  LIBERTY  clearly.  If  any  of  these  coins  have  bad  nicks, 
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dents,  scratches,  planchet  defects,  corrosion,  or  other  defects, 
such  defects  should  be  also  noted.  A good  coin  ought  to  be  “good” 
and  not  “bad”.  A fine  coin  should  be  very  pleasing  to  the  eye. 
Very  fine,  extremely  fine,  and  uncirculated  coins  must  all  be 
choice  pieces,  of  desirable  quality,  and  defects  should  be  stated. 
It  is  not  fun  to  have  to  return  coins  that  are  not  as  represented. 
It  can  be  delightful  pleasure  to  receive  items  that  satisfy. 

When  you  receive  your  coins,  your  comments  as  to  whether 
you  like  the  condition  of  the  coins  sent  you,  or  whether  you  do  not, 
will  be  greatly  appreciated.  If  anything  is  not  satisfactory,  you 
may  be  sure  that  Mr.  Bolender  will  fairly  consider  your  case.
